year.

grower 
; hazarded the guess th a t on late ap­ 
ple trees in some orchards located in 
the low sections there will few, if 
any, blossoms. 
Early Apples Hurt 
One thing is assured, however. The 
peach and cherry crops have been 
dealt with severely by 
the 
sliding 
mercury and prospects for a banner 
crop have been literally nipped in the 
bud. 
With the m ercury going as low as 
25 degrees in m any sections little 
i hope was held out for saving the early 
fruits, although the first breeze of 
last week was believed to have done I 


I little harm. 
Subsequent drops 
in 
temperature, 
however, 
caught 
the 
tender buds before they had finished 
pollination and had become suffkient- 
f ly protected from the weather. 
One orchardist in the Arendtsville 
section stated this morning that even 
though his trees are located on rela­ 
tively high ground, the Smokehouse 
and Early 
Ripes were 
practically 
wiped out, but that his hardier apples 
have withstood the cold w eather up 
jto the present time. 
On one thing only are all of the 
growers agreed, “the June drop will 
tell the tale.” 
In the m atter of determining the 
potch crop there is also a variety of 
opinion. 
One prominent grower this 
morning stated that in his orchard 
fifty per cent of the crop had been 
frozen, but th a t it had been so dis­ 
tributed that, instead of harm ing the 
trees, it made thinning the trees of 
excess fruit quite unnecessary, and if 
there are no big drops in tem pera­ 
ture his orchard will be benefited m a­ 
terially. 
In the York Springs section grow ­ 
ers have found that the ravages have 
not been so severe as farth er south 
and a fair size crop is expected.
